LAST SCHEME OF 
SPECULATORS. 



THE 



Tho friends of the nbsonteo land specula- 
tors havo sustained another ignominious de- 
feat in tho Houso of Assombly. Not content 
with tho unsuccessful attempt on Friday 
last to smuggle through tho Houso tho con- 
tract abrogatiog bill, they must needs, in 
defianeo of all Parliamentary rule, bring in 
on Monduy a meuouro aiming at tho very 
samo icaalt — that of compelling tho resident 
taxpayers of tho colony to pay for '.he non- 
resideut defaulters, and empowering tho 
Governor to break faith with thosa t.*ho 
purchased lots at the sheriff's salo in April 
last. The measure wus introducod by 
Mr. Cochrane in tho form of n resolution, 
asking that an address bo presented to His 
Excellency' praying that tho Government 
might step in between tho owners of property 
sold and tho purchasers and rodoem all udp 
redeemed lots, charging to tho ownersjouly 
20 per oent. for tlio money so advanced for 
an additional twelvemonth. It was in vain 
the member who introduced tho rrotion nod 
his supporters woro told that the scheme 
was illegal aa well as unconstitutional— it v-ob 
n vain they woro shown that it contemplated 
nothing less than breaking tho laws whioh 
wero on the Sttttuto book, and therefore 
asking tho Governor to violato his oath — 
it was in vain that it was provad to them 
that in attempting to roliovo soma mythical 
hardship of non-residents they would bo 
perpetrating wilfully tho greatest possiblo 
hardship and injustice on industrious reside 
ents— in voin it was shown that the good 
faith of the Government would becn.no a 
bye-word, that the credit of tho oountry 
would be hopelessly injured, and that public 
confidence would be luthlessly broken in 
both tho Executive and tho Legislature — it 
was in vain, we say, that theso disasters 
were pointed out, tho supporters of the 
measure, under an infatuation that seems 
incrediblo, persisted in attempting to rush it 
through tho House, and ihat in defiance of 
every form and restraint. In the samo dis- 
graceful manner whioh characterised the 
introduction and passage of Mr. Cechrane'a 
billon Monday week, this scheme, which had 
never been so much as hinted at before it 
was endeavored to bo forced through tho 
House, was introduced, and passed in a few 
minutes, under the suspension of tho rules, 
through its first and second readings. Every 
attempt on the part of tho minority to dis- 
cuss the matter was mot tho most over- 
bearing arrogance and injustice, and the 
climax was capped wheu on motion of Dr. 
Trimble it was decided that the resolution 
should not go to committee, but should 
be summarily passed in a third reading. 
Id the history of British legislation from the 
earliest days down to tne present no such 
disgraceful proceeding has ever been at- 
tempted. The Committee of tho Whole is 
tho groat safeguard ol minorities. In it tho 
Bubject receives a thorough discussion clnuse 
by clause, and members are allowed to speak 
as often as thoy like. To say that a meas- 
ure Bhall not go to Committee means, there- 
fore, that it shall not bo discussed, and of 
course implies that the oauso is a rotten one 
and will not bear the light. As wo have 
said, the notion of tho Houso was on unheard 
of action ; nay, woro, it was an illegal one. 
Tho suspension of the rules in any Legis- 
lature has but ono meaning, and that is re- 
moving tho neoassity ol having tho different 
readings of a bill at different sittings — allow- 
ing the first rind second readings, tho passage 
through Committee of tho Whole, and the 
third reading to ho oarried, if necessary, 
at tho ono sitting. To say that tho Committee 
shall bo dispensed with, is to nssumu tho 
power to disponso with the second or third 
reading — in fact to abrogato every Purlia- 
mentary form. The thing bears on its face 
its owii uusurJity. Forms ore not changed 
by a simple Huspension of the rules— nothing 
as wo have already shown is changed but 
tho (tmc at which tho forms can be carried 
out. Tho minority in tho Houso on Monday 
proteatod in vain against this violation of 
thoir Parliamentary rights; tho third reading 
was persisted in, and Messrs. Ash, DeCosnios, 
nr.d M'Cluro were confinod to speaking but 
ouoo— and ovon that once they had to fight 
for — on u question that aimed at no- 
thing short of tho destruction of every- 
thing sncrod in tho Government of tho 
jountry. Tho unscrupulous manoeuvres, how- 
ever i ike most evil designs, defeated tho 
very object they woro inten lod to effect. 
Tho lime was limitoil In which tho resolution 
could pass to provo availing. Up lill four 
o'clock on Tuesday afternoon, but no later, 
would the Government accept moneys to 
redoem tbo lota sold in Apt i 1 iast. It was 
theioforo necessary Ihat tho resolution, in 
order to bo effeotivo should Bass and be 
transmitted to Governor Kennedy before tho 
Treasury hud closed. To prevent if possible 
tho scheme pasting in this time was tho duty 
of tho minority, and although an arduous 
duty tho minority porfonned it und thu ma- 
jority wero defeated. Twenty-six hours 
had to bo consumed in two speeches 
from Messrs. De Cosmos and MoOIure ; 
tho lattor gontloinnn spolto from two 
o'clook p.m. on Monday lill six o'clock 
\ tho following morning, und Mr. Do 
) Cosmos took tho floor ut six, and would have 
/ continued till lour in tho afternoon had not 
/ tho majority at ouo o'clock relinquished tho 
contest and movtd lor an adjournment. This 
destroyed Mr. Ooohrano'fl motion, and spared 
the records of thu Houso tho disgrace of con-, 
tuin'ng a resolution that asked tlicUovonimcnt 
j of the colony to break tho laws on tho statute 
i book, to violate compacts into which it bad 
I solemnly entered, mid to dovoto tho public 
V roonoy iu an illoga! manner for aa utijti.it 



object. Wo acquit several of tho members •alio 
supported tho scheme of tho intention to effect 
this injury, but they will have causa prob- 
ably before the session shall havo expired to 
thank tho minority for defeating thorn. They 
will find that tho oasos of hardship tboy woro 
called upon to upset constitntion and law to 
alloviato nro the veriest myths, and that 
nearly all tho lota which were sold havo been 
redeemed, 

TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION. 

Vancouver Island is nt length joined to tbo 
mainland. Tho telegraphic coblo ia laid. A 
veritable and tangiblo union has now taken 
place botwecn this colony nnd British Co- 
iumbia, more oomploto and more literal than 
any political union can possibly bo. Like 
many political unions, however, it could only 
bo^acoomplished by considerable wire-pulling, 
and if the success of tho schomo has not been 
duo in any respoct to _ a cabal it has 
been in no small degreo assisted by a 
cable. It is not merely to tho neigh- 
boring colony tho fruternal link counccta us ; 
wo are joined to the Great Eupublio 
as well. We are enabled almost to 
feel tho mighty throb of that Republic's 
heart in tho present anxious condition of it B 
existence His Excellency Governor Kennedy 
passed the usual compliments to lha Presi- 
dent of tho United States, and tho oxamplo 
was followed by lesser notables to less dis- 
tinguished persons;. The isolation which has 
been hitherto so irksomo to us, and which 
during only last week was actually painful 
in its character, has now ceasod. Wo aro 
brought, thanks to the energy and enterprise 
of our American neighbors, into immediate 
contact with tho tolegraphic lines of tho con- 
tinent, and the bonefit of tho connection wo 
can scarcely overrate. Lot us hopo that tho 
spirit of tho message which His Excellency 
forwarded to President Johnsou yestorday 
will never bo departed from in tho commu- 
nication between the two countries, and that 
the tiny link which now unites us to the 
Republic will prove a bond of good will and 
fruternal regard that tiruo will never disrupt.

San Francisco, April 23— Tho following 
is additional neWs ubout the explosion at 
Aspinwall : 

The European arrived nt Aspinwall on 
the morning of the 2d instant, und on tho 
afternoon of ttio samo day camo alongside 
the railroad company's wharf generally U3ed 
by the lino in discharging cargo. Nearly 
all tho looal freight was out, when about 7 
o'clock on the evening of tho 3d, a terrific 
explosion occurred on board which toro 
away the upper parts of tho ship nnd blow 
several large plates oil the aide. The wharf 
at which tho vessel was nnd which was some 
400 feet long wus literully torn to pieces, 
The structure was completely demolished to 
within 100 foot of tho height house anil 
hardly a plank remained in the entire length 
of the structure that was not wrenched from 
its fastenings. Immediately in front of 
whoro tho vessel lay a gap was cut through 
tho whurf, tho piles and planking entirely 
disappearing. 

Tho ship nnd Wharf both caught fire nnd 
tbo latter waa caved from antics destruction 
only by tho exertions of several citizens who 
got the lire engines to work, and in u few 
hours, regurdles-i nf the tlames and of tho 
risk inclined Irorn another explosion of tho 
burning ship. The Panama Railroad Com- 
pany's splendid freight house is left a pile of 
ruins. The force of air caused by the con- 
cussion peorna to have raised tho iron nnd 
slate upward a few foot its own weight, 
bringing it down with immense force into the 
building, und carrying with it both the 
end walls, leaviug the house excepting tho 
sido walls, which appeared but little injured, 
a mass of ruins. It would bo dillicult to 
conceive u more complete wreck than that 
preaeu'ed by tho freight house nnd whurf. 
Fears are being entartained that a second 
explosion would occur, us the ciiusj ol tho 
disaster was slill unknown, und noao of tho 
officers or crew of the ship wero left who 
could give any explanation of its cause It 
waa thought beat to have the burning ship 
towed into the stream. The Royal Mail 
stcunuliip Lamart, which had arrived tho 
evening before, immediately got up steam 
and prepared to tow tho burning ship 
out, but buloro this could bo accomplished 
another explosion look placo though not of 
sutlicicut force to cause any injury. It was 
supposed to be u ruagnzino which contained 
a small quantity of powdor for ship's use. 
The Lamart then mado fast to the burning 
hull and towod hor out. Tho two vessels 
had barely reached tho opposite aide ol Iho 
bay when another oxplosion moro tarriflo 
than the Drat oecunod, but fortunately tho 
ship being far from tho oity and i.i deep 
water no harm resulted. 

Tho last explosion ia supposed to have 
broken up the hull, ns id less than half an 
hour ufter it occurred tha utifortunalo ship 
went down. Thu top of the smoke 6tuck 
is the only part now visible. Tho West In- 
dian and Pacific Company's steamship Car- 
ribean, which lay in close proximity to tho 
European at tho timocf the first explosion, 
has sustained serioua injury. Immenso iron 
girders wero snapped in twain, aud thirteen 
of her trames were brokon j while Iho braces, 
of tho heaviest timber, were torn Irom their 
places. All her bouts are rendered useless 
by the ooucussion, and everything of u fragile 
nature is shattered into fragments. It is now 
pretty certain that the explosion was caused 
by tho combustion of glycerine oil ou board 
ship under un ordinary hill of lading for a 
mining company in San Frunciaoo. There 
wero seventy cases. The estimated damage 
reaches at the le.iet computation one million 
dollars, aud very probably it will oxoead that 
amount. Scarcely a building in the place 
escaped without more or less damage. Those 
of a substantial nature suffered most, nearly 
all ol tho brick and atone buildings woro 
badly injured, but the freight house is tho 
only ono rendered uninhabitable. Ilurdly a 
wholo window of gins* remains in tho city 
and tho destruction of glassware, orockery, 
and such like is really wonderful. Although 
many vessels wero lying in cloi«o proximity 
to the European at the timo of the difuster, 
nnne excepting tho Carriboau sustained any 
serious ^igmage. Somo immenso iron 
girders nearly twclvo inchea (loop wero 
snapped off like pipe Bterna. Tho frames 
were brcken, the knees and braces of tho 
heaviest timbers were torn from their pUces, 
all her boats, and in foot everything light 
was torn to pieces. Tho loss of I i it? by the 
disaster is much greater than was anticipated, 
Irom 50 to 00 persons have boor, killed, in- 
cluding those who have died of their wonnds. 
The Railroad Company's; hospital iB full ol 
wounded, most of whom arc doing well. The 
ruins of the freight houiO have been, and aro 
undergoing removal, and as yet four dead 
bodies have boon discovered in the water 
near the dock ; the bodies haro been re- 
covered. Of ull the sou la on board tho Euro- 
pean at tho timo of tfio explosiou only 
twelve uro uninterrod, Lost known Irom the 
ship nro Captain (Jole, chief officer j Mr. 
Parson, aecond officer ; Mr. Burrows, surgeon ; 
Edward Davia, carpenter; W. Piicbard, 
sailor; G. A. Young, sailor; VV, Bremond, 
sailor; Richard, cabin boy; lost, from shore 
arc Mr. Salvo and 15 others missing unknown, 

Washington — The Freed men's colebrntion 
of Emancipation in tho District of Columbia 
took place to-day, having boon postponed 
from Monday on account of the weather.

and enjoy the blessings of freedom. Tho 
timo will oomo whou they will ltnow who 
contributed na much OS uny othor man, and, 
without being thought egotistical, I may ar.y 
contributed more in promoting tho national 
guuraiitoi, of abolition of sluvery in all the 
Statos, by tho ratification of the amendment 
to tho constitution of the United St.itoi, giv- 
ing a national guarantee that slavery shall 
not be permitted to exist or be re-established 
in any State or in tho jurisdiction ol tho 
United States. I know how easy n matter 
it ia to prejudice your minds and how easy 
it ia to lostor prejudice und unkind feelings, 
I oaro not that I have tiocn engaged in a 
work in whioh my all has boon imperilled.

Caicaqo, April 18. — Gen. Monde nnd Btofl 
havo gone to Eastport, Me., supposed to look 
after tho Fenians. 

Tho Houso committee on territories havo 
had under consideration for somo time an 
application of iho people of Ulnh, asking ad- 
mission into the Union.

Colfax, Cal., April 18th, 9 p. m. — A tcr- 
riblo explosion occurred at Camp Nino, near 
Cold Hun, ou Iho lino of tho Pacific Ruil- 
roud. Six men were killed, three while and 
three black. Tho foreman, J. Ilogun, wus 
blown to pieces, arid part of his body not 
found. One man was thrown 00 feet into tho 
air and 100 lect from the blast. The blast 
hail been xot off, end while ro-loadiog for a 
aecond blast tho explosion took place- No 
furthor particulars. 

FURTHER PARTICULARS OT THE DISASTER. 

San Francisco, April 19 — The ruins of 
tho ivulla which woro shattered by the late 
explosion have nearly ull been cleared away, 
bat no more human remains have boon 
found, except on arm, which was un arthod 
Irom the rubbish this looming. J. II. Wright, 
who was yesterday reported as missing, is 
nhvo. He is terribly cut and bruised, but 
will be out in a few days. There is now 
only one person, a Chinaman, missing. From 
the fnot that no remains wero lound in the 
cook room whoro ho is supposed to havu 
buen at tho timo of the explosion, il is 
thought thai he csoapnd unhurt, and has not 
since mo .to hU appearance. 

Tho Board of Supervisors on Monday 
night adopted a resolution empowering and 
ordering the Chief of Police to search out all 
tho nitro-gJycorine oil anywhere in the city 
and County of San Francisco and destroy 
tho same. Chief Burke notified Bondinaun, 
Noilson & Co. of bis instructions and inten- 
tion to obscrvo them to Iho very letter, and 
thoy accordingly applied to the Fifteenth 
Distriot Court for an injunction to restrain 
him in carrying out such intention In their 
complaint thny allogo that they have for some 
time past been sole agents for this State of a 
newly invented material for blasting pur- 
poses. 

Tho matter was brought before Jmlgo 
Cowloa who iariuod a restraining order, 
directing Chief Justice Borko, hia employe's, 
agent", servants, or subordinates to refrain 
Irum destroying, interfering with or molesting 
the property described in tho compluinl ns 
900 pounds of nitro-glyperlne or glonoini, 
stowed as therein described, or uny part 
thereof, or committing any injury thereto. 
Tho matter will bo brought belore tho Hoard 
ol Supervisors again next Monday evening, 
when othor measures will bo taken in regard 
to tho storage and transportation of the dan- 
gerous material, to provide against aecideuls 
in the future.

The various Lodgea of Odd Fellows ol the 
city will have a grand celebration of their an- 
niversary, on Thursday, tho 2Gth ioatani, at 
Redwoods. 

A Santa Olarnjdiapatch, dated April 12tb, 
has tho following : The Foniana aro hero in 
full force to-night.

The Feaian military corn» 
pany from Sau Joao, headed by a hand, also 
came ovor, The town ia lull of Feuiana. 
Two boxes of arms ware received haro to- 
day, and a company ia to use Ihom in dril- 
ling. Bonfires illuminate the streets, nnd 
tho Fenians aro to be addressed by Colonel 
Welsh, formerly of Sherman's atoff. Ho is a 
good apeakur, and groat enthuaiaara prevails. 
It ia understood thut more arm* are expected 
in a few days lor other companies. 

New Brunswick; News, 
Chicago, April 10 — The Fenian hubbub 
at Eastport, Calais, nud other towns ou 
the New Brunswick border, continues 
larg'ely to occupy the dispatches with 
mysterious movemouts, no sooner reported 
than denied. 

Thero is a crisis in New Brunswick 
politics, and tho ministry, supported by a 
parliamentary majority hostile to confed- 
eration, 1ms been asked to resign by 
action of tho Governor, so that this 
Province, hitherto the most decided 
against confederation, is now in a fair 
way to yield its ussent. 

There being a largo land forco of 
British troops, with three largo war 
vessels on tho look out to prevent ti 
breach of the neutrality laws, thero h no 
danger to bo apprehended, and the Fenian 
mystery finds an easy solution iu tbo 
political events at Fredericton, 

Cholera Mortality at Halifax. 
Halifax, N. S., April 14 — Tho city 
medical officer reports up to lust evening 
170 deaths among the passengers of the 
steamer England, including 40 of who 
died on tho passage from Liverpool, Ho 
reports the disease probably ns a severe 
typo of ship fever, with many prominent 
symptoms of cbolera. It ntuounis to a 
regular plague, The surviving passen- 
gers are being removed — somo to Her 
Majesty's receiving ship, and others to 
tents on tho shore. The diseaso is appar- 
ently decreasing The number of deaths 
were greatly reduced to-day; and the 
diseuso is confined to the steerage 
passongers. 

The Spanish and the South American War 

Chicago, A.pril 16. — The, Now York 
Herald of April 13 says tho Spaniards, 
desparing of their ability to continue 
tho war in the South Pacific, have re- 
solved on the bombardment of Valparaiso, 
after which they will abandon tho war 
against tho allies and withdraw. The 
Herald says this news came by the last 
Southampton steamer, and that -a Chilian 
bcuror of despatches left New York imme- 
diately for Aspinwall with tho important 
intelligence. 

European News- 

New York, April 1G. — The steamor 
City of New York arrived with Liverpool 
dates to the 7th.

The German situation is unchanged.

French troops have been ordered into 
cam p at Clmlous two months oarlier 
than usual ; giving rise to a report that 
Fiance intends to form an army of obser- 
vation on tho ltliiuo frontier.

FIFTY LIVES LOST. 

Tho Puget Sound Semi Weekly pub- 
lishes the following special despatch : 

New York, April '-20. — Tho steamer 
Arizona arrived from Aspinwall. A fear- 
ful explosion occurred ou tho steamer 
European, on tho 3rd inst., at Aspinwall, 
destroying the ship and four hundred feet 
of the wharf. The supposed cause was 
nilro glycerino. About fifty persons wore 
killed, among them tho captain aud 
officers. 

THE INDIAN TROUBLES AT KEAH 
HAY- 

(From the Puget Sound Semi-Weekly .) 
Stkii.acoom, April 21 — Last Saturday 
night, the loth inst., a courier arrived at 
Fort Stoilacoom about midnight with an 
urgent request from Superintendent 
Waterman for thirty men aud two how- 
itzers to proceed immediately to Cape 
Flattery as the goods property and lives 
of employees were imminent danger from 
hostilo Indians, ono murder having 
already been committed. On Monday 
morning, the 16th, Colonel Ross started 
tho detachment which on arriving at 
Noah Bay attacked tho Indians and in a 
short skirmish captured thirteen of tho 
ugliest rascals ever seen, who have just 
arrived at this place iu charge of Scrgt. 
Walker. Lieut. Kistler and twenty>six 
men nnd two howitzers aro still retained 
by Indin agent Webster of the Reservation 
at Neuh Hay.
